At this cruising 
speed it was estimated the airship 
should be ablé to fly in still air a 
distance of some 4000 miles with- 
out refueling, with a normal com- 
mercial load. . 

The R-101 has engines using a 
heavy oil, the purpose being to re- 
duce the fire hazard. Engineers 
are particularly interested in de- 
termining the degree of efficiency 
reached by these motors. 

The airship is designed to carry 
passengers, luggage” and 10 
tons of mail.

Borah reiterated his often-ex- 
pressed view that the tariff bill, as 
it came from the Senate Finance 
Committee, was “framed in defi- 
ance of the interests of the people. 
Save a few special interests.” He 
said that if the bill shoukid be 
passed its beneficiaries would be 
mainly “those who are already en- 
joying unconscionable profits.”’ 

Smoot’s blast was as ‘follows: 
“The constant effort of Senator 
Borah, representing the opponents 
of the pending tariff bill, to place 
the responsibility for the slow 
progress of the bill on the majority 
members of the Finance Committee 
is nothing short of preposterous., 

“More Than Unfair.” 

“During the six weeks the Dill 
has been before the Senate, Repub- 
lican members of the Finance Com- 
mittee have consumed’ relativiye a 
small portion of the time in debate. 
This the records will clearly dem- 
onstrate. Senator Borah is more 
than unfair when he attempts to 
transfer this responsibility to ma- 
jority members of the Finance 
Committee.

As 
might have been expected, also, 
any flaws or subtleties were lost. 

It was in those numbers for 
which amplifiers were used that 
there were disagreeable effects.

tem, according to the annual re- 
port of the Committee of Four- 
teen, made public last night. 

The report, which reviews vice 
conditions in New York in 1928, 
condemns Harlem as the most 
pernicious stamping ground of vice 
in the city, a “slumming ground 
for certain classes Of whites” look- 
ing. for “picturesqueness, for 
thrills, and, too frequently, for a 
convenient place in which to go 
on a moral vacation.” 

While supporting New York’s 


metropolis in the United States, if 
not in the world, the committee, 


suppression of disorderly resort, 
for the second successive year de- 
nounces night clubs and speak- 
easies for bringing about a vice 
situation comparable to that of 
the days of the Raines law hotel 
and the back room saloon with its 
family entrance, The repo’ dig-| 
avows any intention of placing the 
blame for these conditions on pro- 
hibition “in frankly exposing the 
relation between prostitution and 
places in which an illegal liquor 
traffic exists.” 

Reforms Recommended. 
Again urging the centralization 
of the magistrates’ courts, the re- 
port also urges reform in the fol- 
lowing three directions:

Weisenburger, president of the St. 
Louis Chamber of COmmerce, who 
wrote to ask the Senator and the 
other MisSourians in Congress for 
aid in “correcting what seems to 
be a growing tendency on the part | 
of Government officials to. femove 


important Government activities 
from St. Louis.” 
“The continuance of such a 


policy,” the letter said, “cannot .be 
treated lightly by St. Louis busi- | 
ness interests.”

How well he-proved that later 
on in that memorable ring at 
New York, when Firpo had him 
on the floor and once clear out 
of the ring. But he came back 
to finish the job. Brennan beat 
him up for 12 rounds and then 


was kayoed. Carpentier rocked 
him to bis heels with six straight 
rights—it appeared that Jack was 
going. But he rallied and fin- 
ished Carpentier two rounds 
later. : ; 

Jack Sharkey, after one round, 
had him a bloody, reeling hulk. 
But in the seventh round they 
picked Sharkey up and carried 
him to his corner—another v'* 
tim of Dempsey’s indomitable 
courage and hitting power.

1914. On Jan. 1, 1925, the law be- 
came fully effective. Therefore, 
the graded tax law should be con- 
sidered as something that Pitts- 
burg has had in actual operation 
only since 1925. 

T system of assessing real es- 
‘tate ‘for taxation purposes in the 
city of Pittsburg does not differ 
materially from the assessment sys- 
tems in force in other large cities 
throughout the country. Land and 
buildings are assessed separately, 
just as in New York, Boston. Cleve- 
land, Detroit and other large cities. 
The graded tax plan does not in- 
vyolve any discrimination in our 


| treatment of land and buildings in. 


sofar as appraising the velue for 
taxation purposes is concerned. It 
is entirely a matter of fixing sep- 
arate tax rates. 

The Department of Assessors 
furnishes the total assessed valua- 
tion of land and the total assessed 
valuation of buildings to City Coun- 
cil After the amount of the city 
budget is known Council! determines 
the tax rate for city purposes. 
Council fixes two separate rates, 
one rate to apply to land and the 
other to apply to buildings. The 
building tax rate, according to the 
law, must be one-half of the land 
tax rate. 


No Personal Property Tax 
Pittsburg therefore does not 
really have a tax on real estate 
as that term is generally under- 
stood in speaking of taxation in 
American cities. In place of a 
general real estate tax we have a 
land tax and a building tax, and 
while it is possible to: arrive at 
the average real estate tax for the 
city as a whole we do not speak 
in terms of a real estate tax. The 
average would, of course differ in 
almost every individual case, de- 
pending entirely upon the rela- 
tive value of the land and of the 
building in each individual assess- 
ment. But there is absolute uni- 
formity in the taxation of all land, 
and absolute uniformity in the tax- 


, ation of all buildings. We levy 


no tax whatever on personal prop- 
erty, machinery. etc. Pittsburg 
stands alone, among the iarge 


p and grass and other field (cities of the land in this respect. 


It is my judgment that the full 
effects of the graded tax plan have 
not yet been attained. nor will they 
be attained until a fuller use is 
made of all the land within the 
city of Pittsburg. In the down- 
town business district, there has 
been a greater amount of building 
in the “Golden Triangle,” (business 
district). during the past six years 
than during a period of 15 years 
previous to that time. Due to eco- 
nomic conditions, land previously 
used for blast furnaces and roll- 
ing mills is now utilized for ware- 
houses and light manufacturing 
buildings—the buildings being sev- 
eral stories in height. 

Great Increase in Building 

In property usea for housing 
purposes a most notable change 
has taken place. The number of 
single and

For city purposes, only land and buildings .re tared, no city taz 
being imposed on stocks, bonds, mortgages, machinery, automobiles or 
other personal property.

And the tar 
rate on buildings is one-half the rate on land values, instead of the usual 


To assure that the revenue shall meet the city’s needs, Pittsburg 
finds its assessed valuation of land and of buildings, determines its 
budget of expenditures for the year, then adjusts the tar rate to raise 
the needed revenue from the assessed valuation, taking into account that 
the rate of tax on buildings shall be one-half the rate on land. The higher 
rate on land and lower rate on buildings tends ‘o ncourage building 
| construction, wnd to discourage the holding of idle or poorly improved 
land which is being made more valuable by surrounding improvements 
and growth of population. Such holdings must pay more than under the 
ordinary uniform realty tar method.

Comparison With Flat Rate 


No claim is made that the grad- 
ed tax law effects a saving in tax- 
ation to the community as a whole. 
A certain revenue must be obtained 
to defray expenses of the city gov- 
ernment. The allocating of this 
cost of government, however, is 
made in a different manner from 
that employed in other American 


cities with the result that certain ; 


properties are contributing a less 
amount to the cost of government 
while other properties are contrib- 
utinr more. To again classify the 
three types of real estate, 1. e., 
business, manufacturing and resi- 
dential properties, we find with 
regard to business properties that 
those where the site ts highly de- 
veloped are paying less taxes under 
the Pittsburg plan than they would 
pay under the flate rate system. In 
the case of those properties tm- 
proved with buildings of lesser 
values than the sites, a greater 
amount is paid in taxes under the 
graded tax than would be collected 
under the Gat rate system. The 
majority of business properties in 
the downtown district are in the 
latter class owing to the very high 
land values prevailing in the 
“Golden Triangle.” These high. 
land values are the creation of all 
the people in the community who, 
while living away from the busi- 
ness district, do business in that 
section and thus make hk valuable 
for business purposes. The site 
value is what pays the largest pro- 
portion of taxes in any business 
district in Pittsburg. and this value 
is better able to pay the taxes than 
the improvements. The site in a 
large majority of the cases receives 
an annual increment, while the 
structures thereon suffer an an- 
nual depreciation. 


Increment of $2,316,000. 


A number of cases may be cited 
to prove the latter point, among 
them the Park office building, a 
site of 120 by 115 feet, on the 
northeast corner of Fifth avenue 
and Smithfield street. The lot was 
purchased by Mr. Park from the 
United States Government in 1893 
for $435,000. Recently an appraisal 
of this lot was $2,750,000, an in- 
crement of $2,316,000. ‘This. in- 
crease in value is not the result of 
any individual effort, but as a re- 
sult of the activities of the entire 
community. 

“Another instance is that of the 
Jenkins Arcade property, located 
in Liberty, Fifth and Penn avenues 
and Stanwix street. The present 
owners purchase@ several parcels

IN THREE HOLDS 


First Attempts to Refloat 
Ship Are Unsuccessful — 
Damage Estimated at 
$200,000. 


By the Associated Presa. 

VICTORIA, B. C., Oct. 14.—The 
Empress of Canada, one of the 
largest liners plying the Pacific, 


was aground today on the rocks 
at Homers Bay, near Albert Head 
in the straits of Juan de Fuca. The 
96 passengers aboard the. vessel 
when it went aground yesterday 
afternoon in a thick fog were trans- 
fered safely to shore by the steam- 
ship Otter. 
Damage was estimated at $200,- 
000. First attempts to refloat the 
ship were unsuccessful. 
The ship was nearing William 
Head quarantine station when she 
struck and the passengers were in 
the smoking room awaiting exam- 
ination by quarantine authorities. 
One of the passengers said Capt. 
BE. Griffiths ordered the engines 
stopped shortly before the ship 
hit the rocks. 

No Confusion on Ship, 

There was no confusion aboard, 
it was sald, and the passengérs 
were taken off about three hours 
later by the Otter. sent by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co., own- 
er of the stranded liner. The Ot- 
ter steamed to Victoria, where the 
passengers were quartered at the 
Empress Hotel pending their de- 
parture for Vancouver. 

Capt. EB. Aikman, general super - 
intendent of the Canadian Pac: -ic 
Ocean service, said he expected to 
float the liner at high tide today. 
The Canada was leaking in three 
holds and her pumps were kept 
going constantly.

| repairs, The crew of approximate- 
ly. 200 remained aboard the ship 
and was declared to be in no dan-

The ship, valued at $8,000,000, 
was built on the Clyne in Scotland 
in 1922 by the Fairfield Co. It is 
of 21,517 net tonnage, 627 feet 
long, with a breadt) of 77.9 feet 
and a depth of 42.2. It te a ateel. 
twin-screw veasel and considered 
the largest passenger liner plying 
the Pacific Ocean. 

The ship was ~eturning from the 

Fairfield Yards, where it had new 
engines installed end was com- 
pletely reconditioned, It left 
Southampton Sept. 18, calling at 
New York and Ban Francisco on 
her way here. The vessel was to 
have resumed her service between 
Western Canadian ports and the 
Orient next Thursday . and 
booked a passenger list of 1100. It 
could accommodate 250 cabin and 
1000 steerage passengers, 
Capt. George Robart, veteran 
Canadian Pacific Railway Co. pilot, 
was bringing the Canada into Quar- 
antine but apparentiy had become 
confused in his bearing by the 
dense fog Only the extremely 
slow rate at which the vessel was 
traveling averted disaster, it was 
declared.

Last spring A. M. Ryckoff, Chicago contractor, 
admitted to the Post-Dispatch that he had made 
short cuts in the performance of his street lighting 
contracts with the City of St. Louis to get back graft 
money he had paid to “the city hall crowd in St. 
Louis.” 
To determine where the short cuts occurred and 
their approximate extent, a restricted survey of Ryck- 
oft's work was made for the Post-Dispatch by R. H. 
Buchmueller, efgineer. This survey indicated that 
the city had been charged a considerable sum of 
money for work that had never been done. Follow- 
ing a grand. jury investigation, Ryckoff was in- 
dicted, along with John. C. Pritchard, Director of 
Public Utilities, and his chief electrical engineer, 
George B. Heath, on a charge of obtaining money 
from the city under false pretenses. 

It was decided by the city administration to sup- 
plement the Buchmueller survey with a complete re- 
check of all of the work done by Ryckoff, necessarily 
a long, tedious and complicated task, and Pitzman’s 
Company of Surveyors was employed for the purpose. 
The recheck is now 71 per cent complete. On the 
basis of the figures so far compiled by Pitzman, the 
work done by Ryckoff is far less than the work he 
charged for. Only 67 per cent of the brick sidewalk 
and 35 per cent of the concrete sidewalk paving 
charged to the city was dctually laid in the sections 
surveyed. If Ryckoff's charges are to be justified, 33 
per cent of the brick and 65 per cent of the concrete 
sidewalk repaving must be found in the remaining 
29 per cent to be measured. In other words, there 
must be an enormously different picture presented in 
less than one-third of the survey than was presented 
in the more than two-thirds already gone over in 
order to square Ryckoff's bill to the city. 

On only one item—a very small one—does the sur- 
vey to date favor Ryckoff. Pitzman’s surveyors 
found that he had laid 2084 square feet of wood 
block streets, whereas he charged fof cutting and 
restoring only 996 square feet, making the city owe 
him on this single item $1038. In addition to the 
shortage indicated in the brick and concrete sidewalk 
repaving the Pitzman survey thus far shows that 
Ryckoff laid only 27.4 per cent of the brick roadway 
paving (laid across street intersections) for which 
he was paid. 

Aside from the statistical aspect of the recheck, a 
condition of carelessness and neglect for which city 
officials are responsible has been disclosed. There is 
no doubt that proper inspection and supervision of 
Ryckoff’s wotk would have saved the city large sums 
of money. To make but one point: the specifications 
of Ryckoff's contract called for the laytng of a one- 
inch cable in a trench 18 inches deep. This always 
has been done by hand with spade. The Department 
of Public Utilities permitted Ryckoff to use a plow 
drawn by a tractor which, in many -instances, broke 
up brick sidewalk to a width of five to six feet, far 
more than was necessary to lay the cable. This was 
of no concern to the contractor. He was paid so 
much per square foot for repaving. But it made the 
work far more expensive for the city, that is, for 
the taxpayer. Following complaints of citizeAs and 
after the depredation of Ryckoff’s plow had con- 
tinued for a considerable mileage, the city forbade 
its further use, and réstricted later work to a 30-inch 
width on brick replacement and a 6-inch width on 
concrete. 

If the present ratio on the two items of brick and 
concrete sidewalk repaving remains constant through- 
out the remainder of the survey, according to Pitz- 
man’s figures, Ryckoft’s overcharge to the city will 
amount to $94,500. So far the city has been more than 
justified in rechecking the work. Apart from the 
effect of the survey on the Ryckoff case, it conveys 
@ valuable lesson as to the costlinéss and waste of 
an inadequate inspection system. 
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SUMAC TIME. : 

This is Sumac Week, so decréed not by the Mayor, 
of Cofigress, or even the Board of Health, but by 
the leading proclaimer of them all—that venerable, 
kindly old lady, Mother Nature. All summer long 
preparations went on. With the passing of each hot 
day the lance-shaped sumac leaves, cool in their deep 
gteenness, took on another veneer of gloss.

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BATTLESHIPS INTO PLOWSHARES. 
‘What should stand as the classic example of beat- 
ing the implements of war into plowshares is hap- 
pening just now in Germany. It is not swords that 
are being thus converted, but a more potent agency 
of destriiction—a fleet of battleships. The stoty goes 
back to the misty morning of June 21, 1919, when the 
surrendered German vessels lay at anchor in Scapa 
Flow, Rather than see their conquered fleet fall into 
British hands, the German sailors aboard, at a pre 
arranged signal, opened the valves and the ships went 
to the bottom—10 battleships, 10 cruisers and several 
destroyers. Followed yeats of salvage efforts, 
crowned With success but recently, : 
_ Now the Krupp works has bought part of this sal- 
vage, and the first barge loads of scrap iron have 
just arrived in Germany. But the Krupp works that 
made this purchase is a different concern from the 
mighty munitions plant that forged the German 
sword in the years before and after 1914. The Krupps 
themselves have done somé scrapping of war imple 
ments. Under the terms of the Versailles treaty, all 
machinery for making armaments was destroyed. For 
nearly four years the piledrivers and melting fur- 
nacées of allied engineers wete busy wrecking the 
gigantic plant. When they had finished the Krupp 
works was only a waste of Vast empty buildings. 
That Was a blessing for Germany. ‘Teutonic ener- 
gies that once Were bent to producing a highly effi- 
cient army and a mighty navy now could have their 
outlet in: the pursuits of peace. The Krupp plant

brella—to ascertain the industries and number of 
people directly or appreciably benefited by protec 
tion. The data werd compiled in the manner of ap- 
proved statistical practice. The deductions fix the 
direct beneficiaries at 6 per cent of the population. 
In the chosen few are 300,000 stockholders and 7,200- 
000 workers. 

No claim for mathematical exactitude is filed. But 
the unbiased reader will, we are confident, appre- 
ciate that here is anearnest attempt at a factual 
survey of the tariffs operations, untatnted by propa- 
ganda pro or con, undertaken solely for thé purpose 
of getting at the truth. If error has been made in 
the calculations it has been in favor of protection 
rather than against it. 
Some of the findings seem to us incontrovertible, 
for the reason they are statements of fact, wholly 
outside the twilight sone of calculation. Of such ts 
the imposing roster of industrial enterprises that 
live and prosper virtually or practically independent 
of the protective subsidy. Prof. Taussig, in his ad- 
mirable little book on the subject, ventures to doubt 
that any American industry owes its prosperity to 
the tariff. That opinion has been pretty well veri- 
fied, it seems to us, by this list of industrial inde- 
pendents. Proof presented in almost “infinite va- 
riety” and in the abundance of billions of dollars and 
armies of employed is, we submit, conclusive. 
It is impossible to compress this study into a 4di- 
gest. The reader must read the article to get its force 
and compass. The time will be instructivety spent.

unending, and each one was more 
delicious than the preceding one. 
The appended recipes for apple 
desserts were taken from an old 
cook book. 
well to try some of them or all of 
them. 
Stewed Apples With Jelly. 

Peel some medium-sized apples. 
Remove the cores with a tin tube. 
Rub the surfaces with half a lemon 
and cook in a 12-degree acidulated 
syrup, being careful to keep them 
whole. As soon as done drain and 
range in a turreen, cover with fresh 
syrup at 32 degrees, leaving to cool 
in this. Keep the syrup they were 
cooked in for further use. Drain 
the apples from their syrup and 
dress on a compote dish. Filter 
the syrup kept aside, add a little 
sugar to if and cook ft to the con- 
sistency of a jelly. Let this stand 
for one moment on the corner of 
the range, then pour it over the 
apples. Serve when cold. ’ 

Apple Tapioca 

Pick over and wash three-fourths 
of a cup of tapioca in double boiler. 
Pour six cups of cold water over 
it and let stand over night. Core 
and pare seven apples. Put them 
in a round dish, and fill the cores 
with sugar and lemon juice. Pour 
the tapioca over them and bake 
until the apples are soft. Serve cold 
with whipped cream and sugar. 

Bread and Apple 

Butter an earthen baking disn. 
Put a layer of chopped apples 
(juicy sour ones preferred) at the 
bottom. Sprinkle with sugar, cin- 
namon and a few bits of butter. 
Cover with fine bread crumbs. Pro- 
ceed in this manner until the dish 
is full, having a layer of bread 
crumbs at the top.: Cover closely’ 
and bake about three-fourths of an 
hour. Then remove cover and al- 
low to become a nice brown. To 
be eaten warm with hard sauce of 
butter and sugar, or a sweet liquid 
sauce. 

Apple Snow. 

Boil six pared and cored apples 
until tender, press through a sieve, 
return pulp to juice, add one cup 
sugar and boil to thick marmalade. 


Cool. Beat whites of dour eggs stiff Tf 
and dry. Add twovtablespoons of, 


sugar, beating, afd pulp by de- 
grees. Beat until feathery. Add 
juice of one-half lemon. Heap on 
dish, cover with cocoanut, garnish 
with quartered apples. 
Rice With Apples. 

Prepare some minced apples, the 
same as for an apple charlotte, not 
having them too sweet. Blanch 
eight ounces of picked and washed 
rice, drain on a sieve, refresh and 
put it in a saucepan with some 
milk, Cook it slowly without stir- 
ring, keeping it slightly consistent, 
and lastly mix in four ounces of 
powdered lemon sugar, a few 
spoons’full of cream and a piece 
of butter. Remove to a much 
slower fire in order to allow the 
liquid to become entirely absorbed, 
then take up the rice with a spoon 
and place it in layers on a deep 
dish, alternating each one with 2 
layer of the apples; giving the 
whole a dome shape, and finishing 
with the rice. Dredge the top 
with cinnamon or vanilla, sugar 
and serve at once. 

Steamed Apple Suet Pudding. 

One-half cup ground 
cup sugar, One egg, one cup sour 
milk, one cup dried apples. Use 
any other candied or dried fruit 
you wish, one teaspoon baking 
soda dissolved in tablespoon hot 
water, one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon and cloves. Add graham flour 
to make stiff batter. Steam three 
hours. Serve with cream or hari 
sauce,

Line dessert dishes with half 
slices of banana cut thin, turn in 
the mixture and chill until 
Serve with a whipped cream 
mayonnaise topping and red cher- 
ries, finely ciopped.

Cream one-half cup honey and 
butter with one-fourth cup sugar. 
To this add seven-eighths cup 
flour. Beat well, then spread very 
thin with a broad, long-biaded 
knife or spatula on a buttered 
inverted dripping pan, or flat tins 
made for this purpose. 

Mark off in three-inch squares, 
and bake in a slow oven until deli- 
cately browned. 

Remove from oven, separate in- 
to squares that have been marked, 
and while still warm roll into tu- 
bular shape, placing in such a man- 
ner so that they will harden in 
rolled shape. 


A WORD ABOUT FRUIT, SALAD 


Fruit salads are always popular 
and‘they have an added food value 
when they are served with honey 
dressing. , Pure strained honey 
should be used for this, allowing 
two tablespoons of honey, one ta- 
blespoon of lemon juice and two 
tablespoons of any other fruit 
juice.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14, — Con- 
sumption of electrical energy by 
more than 3600 manufacturing 
plants throughout the country in- 
dicates industrial activity in Sep- 
tember was 1 per cent above Sep- 
ember, 1928, the Electrical World 
reports. By comparison with last 
year, activity in the various indus 
trial groups is extremely variable. 
Six of the primary industrials— 
chemical products, rolling mills 
and steel plants, metal working 
plants, forest products, textiles and 
stone, clay and glass—all report 
a higher rate of activity during 
September this year than last, Oa 
the other hand, five {important 
manufacturing groups—food yrod- 
ucts, leather products, paper and 
pulp, rubber products and automo- 
biles, including the manufacture of 
parts and accessories—report op- 
erations in September were under 
the same month iast year. 

All but two sections of the 
country recorded increase in man- 
ufacturing activity. September op- 
erations in New England were 2.5 
per cent above last year. The 
Middle Atlantic ani the Western 
States were next vith increases of 
1.5 per cent each. The North 
central States recorded a drop of 
‘.3. per cent under September, 
1928, which marks the .irst time 
in 28 months that manufacturing 
activity. in any one month in this 
urea dropped below the rate es- 
tablished in the same month of the 
preceding year. The Southern 
States registered a ,0.9 per cent 
deeline, 

Ferrous and non-ferrous metal 
working plants reported one of the 
outstanding gains in activity for 
September.. Operations for the 
month exceeded any § recorded 
Since April. While the increase 
was only 2.2 per cent above the 
September, 1928, mark, this in- 
dustrial group has witnessed the 
greatest volume of business since 
the same month last year, and bids 
fair to close the current year on 
a plane above ‘last year. 

September operations in the au- 
tomobile industry, including the 
manufacture of parts and acces- 
sories, were the lowest for any 
month in the current year, Com- 
pared with August, the drop was 
*.4 per cent, but the industry in 
September was operating on a 
plane 14.2 per cent under the cor- 
responding month last year.

Cement—Portland cement pro- 
duction in September amounted to 
17,223,000 barrels, against ship- 
ments of 19,950,000 barrels. Sep- 
tember production showed a de- 
crease of 3.7 per cent and ship- 
ments 2.5 per cent from a year 
ago. Total production for the nine 
months was 138,165,000 barrels, 
3,912,000 below the like 1928 pe- 
riod, while shipments aggregated 
133,545,000 barrels. 

Newsprint—September  produc- 
tion in United States and Canada 
was 335,820 tons, slightly above 
shipments of 334,118 tons. Mill 
. Stocks on hand at end of Septem- 
ber were 57,232 tons. Canadian 
Output in September was 227,665 
tons and shipments 226,623 tons, 
while production in United States 
was 198,155 tons and shipments 
107,495. 

Domestic consumption of crude 
rubber totaled 34,363 tons, against 
$7,895 tons in August and 39,490 
in September, 1928. Stocks on 
hand at end of September amount- 
ed to 84,362 tons, a reduction of 
6407 tons from Aug. 31, but an Ifn- 
crease Of 15,511 over Sept. 30, 
1928. The sharp reduction in Sep- 
tember consumption was attributed 
to the curtailment of tire produc- 
tion to permit the working off of 
excessive inventories.
